12  says :  'Hie  Cnsloni  IInuso  returns  show  Hint 
the  exports  of  coffee  durinB  the  fiscal  year  Just 
closed  amounled  to  over  7,iaa,aya  pounds,  which 
realized  at  wholesale  about  $i,i(io,(xx).  The 
United  .Stales  received  the  laruest  amount  of  Ihe 
coffee  exported,  much  of  wliieli  w,is  raised  mid 
liandlcl  liyAmeiican  coffee  planlers  and  buyers. 
A  large  peicenta|;e  of  the  abundant  coffee  crops 
of  the  present  harvest  season  is  in  Jaiiger  of 
being  lost  by  Ihe  lack  of  labor  in  ceitain  disliicls. 
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The  coffee  in.hlilry  of  llie  islands  is  slill  in  an 

experimental  stage.     Tlicic  are  a  nber  of  planl- 

atloiis,  a  feiv  of  which  will  obtain  a  small  crop  this 
■seastm.  In  Ntiilli  IIi|„,  a  plantation  of  Ihiity 
acres,  in  ,liffe,cnt  stages  of  growlh,  nill  yielil  over 
a  ton  of  coffee.     In   this  „eiglib„r|„.„d  there  ate 

iliont  30,000  trees  out.     In  li„na  a it  10,000 

pounds  is  estimated  as  the  croj,  from  ilie  wil.l 
groves  located  there.  In  Kailtia,  on  the  plantation 
of  the  Hawaiian  Coffee  ami  Tea  Coiiipany,  the 
coffee  trees  are  in  fiiic  comliii.ai.  The  company 
las  160  acres  in  collee,  of  ivliicb  a  small  portion 
has  trees  three  years  old.  The  Imlk  are  from  three 
months  10  two  years  old.  The  ohiest  trees,  toppcl 
at  hinr  and  a  hall  feel  and  set  six  feet  apart,  are 
iliiite  full  .)f  fruit,  mid  a  considerable  number  in 
the  large  ftehls  have  quite  a  sprinkling  of  berries 
on  tllem,  and  they  promise  Well  for  ttie  next  crop. 
These  are  set  wiiler  apart,  and  will  he  topped 
higher. 

In  some  localities  tlie  soil  is  not  of  the  right 
sort;  in  ollicis  its  capacity  for  growing  coffee  is  to 
be  tested.  In  Ililo  a  Mr.  Ricrofl  has  tliirly-hve 
acres  of  trees  three  years  old  anil  fifteen  acres  just  ' 
pl.anted.  He  expects  lo  gather  two  tons  of  coffee 
this  season.  In  Olaa  about  300,000  trees  are  ont 
and  more  being  set  ont.  The  trees  and  young 
'  ints  show  a  vigorous  and  healthy  growth.  There 
are  no  trees  over  two  years  old  at  present,  and 
very  few  have  yet  attained  that  age.  Iii  Kau  lliere 
is  l.md  adapted  for  coffee,  but  not  much  has  lieen 
done.  In  Ilamakua  a  nmnbcr  of  Portuguese  have 
many  trees  more  or  less  neglected. 

The  Kukaiau  plantation  embraces  sixty-five 
acres  set  at  two  different  elevations,  one  |)arl 
being  1,400  feet  and  tile  rest  2,000  feet,  in  both  of 
which  the  coffee  looked  very  well  and  compared 
favorably  wilh  any  seen,  lioth  in  growth  and  liear. 
ing,  althongh  a  little  wind-blown  on  the  lower 
tract  on  the  exposed  ridges.  This  coffee  is  from 
tivo  to  three  years  old,  planted  seven  by  eight  feet 
and  being  topped  at  six  feet  in  heiglit,  and  is  just 
coming  into  bearing,  and  will  possibly  yield  two 
tons  of  coffee. 

As  in  all  countries  where  a  new  planting  indus- 
try is  slatted,  views  differ  as  to  methods  of  culti- 
vation, and  Hawaii  is  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
The  proper  height  for  topping,  distance  of  setting 
the  trees  apart,  and  shade,  are  all  matters  about 
tvhich  planters  differ.  One  grower,  wilh  1,500 
trees,  costing  $300,  expects  to  get  1,500  pounds 
from  the  patch  this  year.

Although  one  month  only  has  passed 
since  we  have  recommenced  the  publica- 
tion of  this  journal,  we  have  received 
more  complaints  in  regard  to  its  non- 
delivery than  we  ought  to  have  received 
in  a  whole  year.  In  some  cases  the  papers 
have  not  been  delivered  at  all ;  in  others 
they  have  been  delayed  in  the  postoflice. 
In  this  city,  we  find  that  it  takes  from  one 
to  two  days  for  the  postoffice  clerks  to 
distribute  the  papers  among  the  boxes, 
although  they  have  clearly  printed  labels 
to  guide  them.  It  is  perhaps  useless  to 
complain.  The  native  papers  are  full  of 
complaints,  and  nothing  is  done.  What, 
therefore,  can  a  foreign  paper  expect  to  do? 
And  yet.  were  we  to  remain  silent,  it  would 
be  interpreted  as  an  expression  of  satis- 
faction. We  have  no  intention  to  permit 
any  such  interpretation  of  our  feelings  to- 
ward the  postoffice  of  this  city.  It  is  our 
private  opinion  that  this  public  department 
is  not  only  inefficient  in  the  performance 
of  its  work,  but  that  it  is  criminally 
negligent.  It  is  so  thoroughly  disorgan- 
ized and  demoralized  through  the  ad- 
ministration of  its  present  director-general, 
that  all  discipline  and  responsibility  have 
been  lost.  It  is  crowded  with  clerks,  who 
do  less  work  than  one-half  their  number 
ought  to  do.  Letters  and  newspapers 
are  lost  and  no  one  is  able  to  trace  them. 
If  a  complaint  is  made,  the  whole  talent 
of  the  concern  is  employed  to  show  t^at 
either  the  complainant  himself  is  the  one 
to  blame,  or  that  no  reason  ever  existed 
for  the  complaint.  What  the  unfortunate 
editor  is  to  do  «ith  such  a  public  service, 
we  can  not  imagine.  He  can  not  deliver 
his  own  papers,  nor  can  he  compel  the 
postoffice  to  do  it  properly.  He  is  depen- 
dent upon  this  public  department,  but  has 
no  power  to  exact  pmmpt  and  efficient 
service.  The  public,  liowever,  possesses 
the  means  of  correcting  this  pbuse,  and 
should  use  it.  It  can  hold  the  govern- 
ment itself  responsible  for  so  great  a 
neglect  of  duty,  and  can  turn  the  men 
out  of  office  who  protect  such  an  abuse. 
The  whole  country  has  an  intimate  in- 
terest in  an  efficient  postal  service,  and  if 
the  official  in  charge  of  that  service  shows 
himself  incompetent  or  untrustworthy,  the 
people  have  a  perfect  right  to  demand  his 
removal.  If  they  fail  to  do  this,  then  they 
must  take  the  consequences.  We  can  not 
deliver  our  papers  in  Sao  Paulo  and  Minas 
Geraes,  and  we  are  not  in  any  manner 
responsible  for  the  public  agency  which 
undertakes  to  perform  this  service  for  us. 
If  the  service  is  badly  done,  the  public  it- 
self must  stand  the  loss  and  discredit. 


The  quarantine  complications  at  this 
port,  we  regret  to  say,  have  not  improved. 
If  anything,  they  are  vforse  than  ever.  By 
degrees,  the  sanitary  authorities  are  as- 
suming discretionary  powers,  and  as  they 
.are  absolute  masters  of  the  situation  they 
not  only  do  as  they  please,  but  they  even 
give  little  or  no  information  on  the  subject. 
In  this  respect  the  consignees  and  agents  of 
the  ships  held  in  quarantine  are  in  the  same 
iSbsition  as  ourselves,  for  they  are  not  per- 
mitted to  communicate  with  their  ships  nor 
will  the  quarantine  officials  assist  them.  In 
this  particular  the  Brazilian  officials  are  even 
worse  than  the  Argentine  —  and  that  is 
saying  a  great  deal.  For  aught  the  consign- 
ees know,  their  ships  may  be  destitute  of 
the  commonest  necessities  of  life,  the 
officers  and  crew  may  all  be  seriously  ill  or 
dead,  or  they  may  be  free  from  all  disease 
and  held  unjustly  in  quarantine.  In  other 
matters,  the  owner  of  so  valuable  a  property 
could  not  legally  be  denied  all  knowledge 
of  its  state  and  condition,  nor  could  he  be 


refused  communication  with  his  represen- 
tative in  charge.  Here,  however,  his 
rights  are  summarily  ignored,  and  the 
control  01  his  property  is  violently  taken 
out  of  his  hands.  If  he  wishes  to  assist 
those  in  charge,  he  is  forcibly  prevented. 
Like  all  other  phases  of  this  barbarous 
custom,  every  right  of  life  and  property 
is  disregarded,  and  any  jirejudice,  or 
loss,  is  inflicted  upon  third  parties  that 
the  authorities  think  best.  Quarantines  are 
an  anomaly  in  the  civilization  of  the  day, 
and  ought  not  to  be  tolerated  another 
moment.  Regarding  the  situation  at  Ilha 
Grande  we  know  almost  nothing.  No 
definite  news  has  been  received  from  any 
ot  the  ships  detained  there.  The  0/yw/o  is 
now  anchored  within  fifty  yards  of  a  gun- 
boat, and  will  be  sunk  if  she  again  attempts 
to  escape  the  terrible  fate  to  which  she  has 
been  condemned.  On  Saturday  last  the 
Lamington  was  permitted  to  come  up  to 
discharge  her  cattle,  but  had  to  report  a 
death  off  Santa  Cruz  and  was  immediately 
ordered  back  to  Ilha  Grande.  A  pass- 
enger who  was  at  Ilha  Grande  a  few  days 
ago,  says  that  the  health  doctor  never  visits 
these  ships;  he  simply  goes  alongside, 
within  hailing  distance,  and  makes  his 
inquiries  and  gives  his  orders  at  long  range. 
He  is  a  coward,  and  is  not  ashamed  to 
show  it.  The  cattle  on  board  these  ships 
are  suffering  terribly,  and  are  dying  off  at  a 
rale  which  ought  to  arouse  some  sentiment 
of  pity  for  the  poor  brutes.  The  dead 
animals  are  sliing  over  the  ship's  side  to 
wait  for  a  launch  sent  to  convey  the  car- 
cass Out  to  sea,  and  it  is  not  uncommon 
to  see  a  half  dozen  of  them  swinging 
alongside  at  a  time.  One  captain  signalled 
for  permission  to  steam  out  and  thruw  them 
all  overboard  to  end  their  sufferings,  but 
the  humane  quarantine  official  could  not 
think  of  such  a  thing.  He  prefers  to  let 
them  die  on  board,  without  food  and 
water,  surrounded  with  filth,  and  poisoning 
the  ship  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  men  to  live  on  board.  And 
just  here  arises  a  question  which  we  would 
like'  the  sanitary  authorities  to  answer. 
Who  knows  to  a  certainty  that  cholera 
exists  on  board  these  steamers?  Where 
are  the  proofs  ?  Who  will  say  that  the 
disease  among  the  cattlemen  is  not  caused 
by  the  heat  and  filth  in  which  they  are 
living  ?  They  come  up  in  ships  crowded 
with  cattle,  under  a  blazing  sun.  It  is 
impossible  to  keep  the  ships  clean.  They 
are  then  condemned  to  lie  at  anchor  oft 
Ilha  Grande  for  days,  waiting  the  slow 
discharge  of  the  ships  arriving  before  them. 
Food  and  water  become  scarce  and  bad. 
Naturally  they  fall  ill,  and.  having  no 
medical  aid,  they  die.  What  else  can 
we  expect  ?  Fevers  are  developed  under 
such  conditions  which  are  as  deadly  as 
cholera  itself  An  unfeeling,  unchristian, 
barbarous  sanitary  board  concludes  to  call 
it  cholera^  and  that,  too,  without  the 
pretence  of  an  examination.  Upon  that 
board.then,  rests  the  responsibility.  It  is  not 
the  plague,  nor  Providence,  nor  any  thing 
else  that  is  intangible  and  irresponsible. 
It  is  the  sanitary  board  of  the  port  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro  which  is  responsible  for  the 
deaths  now  occurring  off  Ilha  Grande ! 
One  thing  more ;  we  are  intormed  that  the 
quarantine  station  there  is  amply  provided 
with  hospital  accommodations,  and  that  the 
sick  could  easily  be  landed  and  treated. 
Why  is  this  not  done  ?  Is  there  one  physi- 
cian in  Brazil  who  will  dare  to  defend  the 
inhuman  treatment  enforced  there  by 
keeping  the  quarantine  hospital  empty  and 
closed,  and  compelling  the  sick  cattlemen  to 
remain  on  board,  breathing  an  insuppor- 
table stench,  languishing  for  food  and 
water  and  dying  without  medical  aid  ?  It 
is  a  crime  against  humanity!  It  is  a  stain 
on  the  reputation  of  this  country  that  will 
never  wash  out !  It  is  an  exhibition  of 
cold-blooded  cruelty ,selfishness  and  coward- 
ice that  is  without  parallel  in  the  history 
of  modern  times!

The  virulence  with  which  tliey  replied  to 
us,  in  three  columns,  those  who  wrote  and  com- 
piled, for  Colonel  Vespnsiano,  that  torrent  of  in- 
sultl,  made  it  ovir  duly  to  inquire  into  ihe  con- 
dilioni  under  which  the  repulilic  acquired  the  sixty 
ennines  referred  to.  For  ttmi  purpose  we  asked 
Marihal  Jardim,  who  had,  just  in  time,  been  char, 
ged  with  Ihe  direction  of  the  railway,  to  supply  us 
with  certain  explnnntinns  as  ti  the  number,  class 
and  price  of  the  locomoiiven,  the  conditions  of  psy. 
inent  and  delivery,  and  date  of  ilie  conirnct.  The 
Marshal  gave  instructions  to  the  chief  of  the  loco- 
motive department,  Engineer  Farias,  that  our 
question*  should  he  answered,  and  we  wish  to  say 
that  be  furnished  ui  with  all  the  data  with  promp. 
titude,  excepting,  however,  those  which  related  tu 
the  prices.  No  doubt,  with  the  idea  of  belter  en- 
Iighieuinuus  on  this  and  other  points,  an  employe 
of  the  English  house  here  which  represents  the 
Brociks  factory,  came  10  see  us. 

Desiring  to  have  official,  not  ex-pnrte  informa- 
tion, however,  we  preferred  to  wait  paiiently  until 
Marshal  Jnrdim  shtiuld  furnish  us  the  desired  par- 
ticulars, not  only  liirough  the  amialiility  which  is 
iialura]  to  him,  but  also  because  of  the  clear  appre- 
ciation of  his  duly  as  a  p.itriot  and  as  the  adminis- 
trator of  a  public  enterprise  in  which  we  all  have 
the  most  leniiimate  interest. 

In  this  manner,  therefore,  we  ore  to-day  prepared 
to  brinK  heforc  the  public  one  of  the  greatest  es- 
baiijanientos  (squanderings)  of  the  terrible  year  of 
1894,  involving,  in  this  one  order,  a  loss  to  thi 
Treasury  of  904,26o$ooo. 

Almo,<t  from  the  iieginning— certainly  for  many 
years,  the  Central  of  Br.izil  railway,  like  many 
others  in  this  cuuniiy,  has  used  almost  exclusively 
the  locomotives  of  the  celebrated  Baldwin  factory. 
in  Philadelphia,  the  largest  in  the  whole  world, 
and  whose  engines  are  frequently  seen  in  Europe, 
in  spite  of  the  enormous  competition  of  European 
factories.  These  locomotives  np  to  the  present 
have  satisfied  the  many  and  illustrious  engineers 
who  have  had  the  direction  of  the  tnilway,  or  its 
locomotive  department.  There  being  a  great 
scarcity  here  of  trained  employes  and  ihc  wages  of 
competent  drivers  being  so  high,  the  railway  com- 
panies are  obliged  to  make  Use  o(  leal  firemen  iis 
such,  an<l  thus  it  can  well  be  understoiKl  that  tlieve 
is  a  decided  advantnt>e  in  always  employing  the 
same  type  of  locomotive; — and  such  were  the  ideas 
of  the  former  adininisitatots  of  our  principal  tail- 
way. 

tftely.  in  consequence  of  the  great  increase  of 
traffic,  the  state  decided  to  provide  the  Central 
railway  with  new  tolling  stock,  and  on  a  large 
scale.  Now,  with  regard  to  locomotives,  it  would 
appear  reasonable  that  they  sliould  try  to  obtain  the 
same  type  already  adopted,  almve  alt  when  the 
labor  ctikii  had  become  an  aggravated,  and,  on 
the  other  hand— as  has  l)een  alleged — the  railway 
had  urgent  necessity  for  all  the  sixty  locomotives. 
Well,  it  was  on  this  occasion  that  Colonel  Ves- 
pasiano  committed  the  grave  enor  of  contrftcting 
the  purchase  of  no  less  than  sixty  tocomaiives 
made  by  a  house  not  yet  tested,  or,  if  it  were  test- 
ed, still  not  well  ktiown  in  Brazil.  We  can  under- 
stand that  the  administration  of  the  railway  should 
wish  to  try  a  new  type  of  hicomoiive,  and  that,  of 
the  sixty  purchased,  it  should  have  ordered  what 
would  have  been  sufficient  f.ir  a  lair  trial;  but  this 
extraordinary  order —  extraordinary  even  for  the 
largest  railway  in  the  world— should  never  have 
been  given  to  a.house>which,  until  now,  h.is  never 
been  cognizant  of  our  special  conditions. 

No  merchant  would  proceed  in  this  way  and 
change  his  supply  of  goods,  proved  to  be  of  the 
best,  for  another  not  known  and  which  does  not 
provide  him  with  so  many  advantages  ai  to  price, 
quahty,  promptitude  in  the  delivery,  etc.;  and,  by 
Ilie  way,  this  was  just  what  Colonel  Vespasiano 
did.  What  objeclitjn  could  he  have  had  against 
the  Baldwin  hicomotives  not  to  have  provided  the 
railway  with  at  least  one,  among  the  sixty  which 
he  bought  ? 

It  would  be  interesting  to  hear  his  opinion  on 
this  mailer,  in  oppnsitiou  to  that  of  the  distinguish- 
ed engineers  who  preceded  him,  and  to  that  of 
those  who  have  studied  this  branch  of  engineering!. 
Could  it  be  to  punish  (as  lias  lieen  rumored)  the 
Entflish  house  which  acts  as  agent  fur  the  Baldwin 
factory?  Certainly  not ;  for  not  only  is  this  estab- 
lishment also  American,  but  Brooks*  local  agents 
are  Englishmen  who  never  set  foot  in  the  United 
Slates,  What,  then,  has  been  the  motive  for  so 
important  a  change,  involving  so  much  respunsi- 
biliiv? 

We  must  say  that  we  cannot  understand  wlint 
h  e  meant;  it  was  certainly  not  because  of  tlie  super- 
iority of  the  Bronks  locomotives  over  the  Bald- 
wins; it  was  certainly  not  owing  to  more  prompt 
delivery,  ns  we  are  officially  inlormed  that  the 
Baldwin  factory  agreed  to  deliver  the  whole  sixty 
engines  within  eleven  weeks  after  receipt  of  the 
order;  it  was  ceitainly  nut  on  account  of  the  easier 
management  of  ilie  new  machine,  which,  besides 
being  very  heavy  (and  therefore  they  will  damage 
the  rails),  are  not  so  well  known  i)y  tiie  drivers  as 
the  old  ones. 

Could  the  advantage  have  been  in  the  price  ? 
Certainly  not;  and  it  is  on  this  point  that  we 
should  like  to  concentrate  the  attention  ol  the  reader 
and  taxpayer  for  a  few  moments.  Admitting,  fir 
the  sake  uf  argument,  that  the  new  engines  are 
equal  in  every  way  to  llie  Baldwins  (which  we  deny), 
we  think  thai  Colonel  Vespasiano  was  in  no  way 
authorised  to  make  the  acquisition  of  the  Brooks 
locomotives,  having  in  view  their  greater  cost  ;  be- 
cause these  locomotives,  not  yet  tested,  ordered 
em  penea  (galore),  to  use  a  popular  phrase,  and 
not  offering  the  same  guarantee  of  the  engines 
well  known  and  in  use  on  the  railway  since  its

II  the  same  order  had  been  given  to  the  Bald- 
vvin  factory  which  as  we  Imve  shown,  ha.s  always 
supplied  the  railway  with  locomotives,  it  would 
have  cost  much  less. 

We  are  inl<,rmed  tlmt  this  accredited  house 
Ottered  to  supply  the  government  with  identical 
locomotives  on  these  terms:

Ihusthe  Baldwin  house  would  have  supplied 
the  60  locomotives  for  $  627.000,  or,  at  the  above 
mentioned  exchani-e.  3.373,260$.  Deducting  the 
4  /o.  the  total  cost  would  |,e  3,238.340$,  ajiainst 
that  of  4.142,600$  which  Colonel  Ve'pVi^noM 
promise.1  him,;elf  to  pay  for  the  locomotives  which 
his  friends  made  him  order. 

We  see  then  that  by  this  order  there  was  a  differ- 
ence of  no  less  than  the  consideralde  sum  of 
904,260$,  which  represents,  in  our  opinion,  one  of 
the  most  barefaced  scandals  ever  seen  in  the 
administration  of  our  countrv.  It  is  useless  for 
Colonel  Vespasiano,  or  his  friends  and  protectors— 
perhaps  the  same  ones  who  participated  in  the 
profits  of  this  transaction-to  try  to  glos.  over  the 
truth  of  the  question  in  discussion. 

We  accuse  Colonel  Vespasiano  for  having  civcn 
this  order  without  absnlmely  respecting  the  material 
inlerestH  of  either  the  railway  or  the  national 
Treasury,  by  buying  60  locomotives  f,om  a 
factory  not  yet  tested  here,  for  900,000$  more 
than  the  cost  of  the  engines  already  used  on  the 
railway. 

\ye  could  prove  why  anti  how  this  order  wat 
marie;  but.  for  the  present,  we  limit  ourselves  to 
ptnnling  out  this  scamlalous  fact  (or  public  con- 
demnaiion,  and  to  ask  Colonel  Vespasiano,  and 
I  le  ciiief  engineer  of  the  locomotive  department  of 
the  railway,  Engineer  Farias,  to  justify  themselves. 

Ihis  arjciisaton  is  very  simple  and  will  not 
admit  any  shuffling.

With  some  such  despairing  sentiment  as  Burns 
expressed  in  the  above  verse,  must  poor  old  '94  lie 
expinnn  at  this  moment,  with  none  so  poor  to  do 
liim  reverence,  or  make  him  believe  that  in  Brazil 
at  any  rate,  he  has  proved  anything  but  a  fraud  and' 
lailnre;  in  fact,  as  bad  as  a  year  could  possibly  be. 
Hope,  however,  which  still  springs  eternal  in 
our  human  breasts,  urges  us,  even  against  our 
mature  judgment,  to  trust  ihat  '95  will  l»e  kinder 
and  lietier,  especially  to  the  Rio  Nkws,  lo  whom 
I  wish  every  prosperity  and  success  on  its  resus- 
citation. 

Ill  Rio  Grande  things  have  not  been  very  com- 
fortable this  last  year;  liut  on  the  other  hand  they 
might  easily  have  been  worse,  and  we  are  now 
accustomed  to  be  grateful  for  the  smallest  ol 
mercies. 

In  the  total  absence  of  reliable  information,  and 
Ihe  conflicting,  and  evidently  inspired,  versions  of 
all  occurrences  in  ihis  part  of  the  country,  that 
appear  in  the  native  press,  it  must  be  particularly 
difficult  for  Englishmen  in  the  rest  o(  Brazil  to 
form  any  definite  conception  of  the  true  slate  of 
affairs,  or  the  causes  iliat  produced  the  pre- 
sent  anarchical  condition,  and  their  logical  con- 
sequences. 

En  passatit,  I  may  be  allowed  to  observe  that 
the  Newi  itself  is  too  much  inclined  to  base  its 
generalisations,  as  (ar  as  Rio  Grande  events  are 
concerned,  on  insufficient  second-hand  infnrmation, 
ofien  of  suspicious  origin,  instead  o(  having  its 
own  agents  to  .supply  the  unadulterated  facts  on 
which  alone  deductions  can  be  safely  Jounded.  (•) 
I  have  always  thought  thai  foreigners,  and 
especially  Englishmen,  attached  far  more  im- 
portance to  the  empire  as  a  monarchical  institution 
in  Brazil  than  it  deserved;  and  that  the  desire 
often  expressed  to  see  it  re-established  is  due  more 
to  habii  than  to  any  real  respect  for  the  institution 
as  it  existed.  The  very  same  spirit  of  contempt 
ol  everyihing  Brazilian,  which  we  observe  in  the 
sneers  at  the  republic  and  odious  comparisons 
with  lis  predecessor,  existed  in  the  time  of  the 
empire;  the  only  difference  i.s  a  change  of  base,  the 
tactics  and  method  of  attack  remaining  the  same; 
the  comparisons  instead  of  being  drawn  Iwtween 
two  di-tinct  civilisations,  Brazilian  and  European, 
are  now  between  two  pliases  of  national  life 
sufficiently  distinct  to  present  vivid  contrasts. 

That  monarchy  was  in  Brazil,  as  in  all  America, 
an  exotic  institution,  bound  10  perish  at  the  first 
serious  combination  of  adverse  circumstances,  and 
in  fact  only  continued  to  exist  at  all  contem- 
poraneously with  the  other  exotic,  slavery,  was  I

think  long  patent  even  ti  tlie  lent  n!>4(rvint.  The 
HUappearance  of  one  wss  hound  to  be  follnwed  l>y 
tlic  deilruction  ol  tlie  other.  By  ihia  I  do  not 
wish  10  insinuate  that  the  trown  itself  in  any  way 
supporled  or  f^vdreii  slavery;  on  the  contrary,  we 
know  that  the  tlnipenir  was  a  strenuoun  nbiiliiion- 
iit,  and  maitily  instrumeiUat  in  ill  total  disappear- 
ance;  but  also  know  lliat  this  very  action  on  his 
part  was  practical  ly  political  suicido,  destroying  as 
tt  did  the  only  party  or  comiiination  interested  in 
supporting  tlie  monarchical  form  of  gdvernnient, 
under  which  alone  slavery  coiitd  continue  to  exist. 
The  very  fact  that  it  w«s  passihle  fi)r  a  military 
faction  to  upset  a  nmnarchy  ol  60  years  standing, 
and  not  only  to  oust  a  popular  Emperor  with  the 
greatest  ease,  but  afterwards  lo  terrorize  the  whole 
country,  constitutes  I  think  tlie  Krealent  chnrge 
that  can  be  brought  aijaiiist  the  empire  itself,  in  so 
far  as  in  place  of  checking  the  mischievous  military 
spirit  that  culminated  in  the  isih  November,  and 
has  caused  such  widespread  misery  and  disaster, 
foi  private  and  interested  ends  it  actually  en- 
couraged  ihe  growth  of  that  mischievous  class 
that  lias  been  fatal  to  the  liberties,  ami  thrown 
back  the  civilization  of  every  country  m  the  world, 
where  it  has  been  allowe.l  to  assume  any  im- 
portance, Ling  before  the  final  catastrophe  the 
Emperor  discovered  what  a  broken  reed  he  leant 
upon,  but  too  late  either  to  save  himself  or  his 
country  from  the  sufferings  that  his  own  short- 
sighted  policy  had  for  years  been  preparing. 

That  the  logical  sequence  of  a  long  and  success- 
ful foreign  war  should  be  a  great  increase  in  the 
military  spirit  and  importance  of  the  military  class, 
especially  amongst  a  race  always  too  ready  to 
accept  force  as  a  remedy,  was  a  certainty,  and  all 
the  troubles  that  Brazil  is  now  suffering,  instead 
of  being  attributed  to  Deodoio  and  Flormno,  who 
were  the  mere  agents  of  a  social  evolution  long 
preparing,  must  be  laid  to  tlie  account  of  the 
Emperor  and  hi«  advisers  whose  want  of  prescience 
and  decision  failed  to  check  the  evergrowing 
insolence  of  the  military  clas«. 

To  check  this  spiiit  and  reduce  the  military  class 
to  a  subordinate  and  insi)(nificant  position  must  be 
the  chief  aim  and  object  of  many  successive  gov- 
ernments, to  which  all  other  legislatinn  must  be 
subordinated,  as  until  it  is  (ully  accomplished  here, 
as  in  every  other  country  in  the  world,  with  the 
Mcepiion  of  the  United  'States  and  the  British 
colonies,  and  the  hydra  scotched  once  and  for  all, 
little  hope  of  real  liberty  or  progress  can  l>e  enter- 
tained or  any  real  development  of  public  opinion, 
the  only  true  check  to  the  encroach  men  t-i  ol  author- 
ity, enRue.  It  is  however  proverbially  easier  to 
raise  the  devil  than  to  lay  him,  and  the  neutral- 
ization  of  the  military  class  in  Brazil  must  neces- 
sarily be  a  work  o(  time  and  patience. 

Having  thus  traced  back  the  origin  of  our  ills 
to  something  like  first  causes,  I  proceed  to  localize 
the  symptoms, 

You  and  your  readers  o(  course  know  that  for 
the  last  two  years  this  province  has  been  in  a 
chronic  state  of  so-called  "revolution."  The  con- 
tending parties  are  the  "Castilhistas,"  supported 
by  the  federal  government  and  arms,  and  the 
"Federalistas,"  a  pot-pourri  concocted  of  very 
strange  elements,  of  which  a  few  are  known  as 
■quondam  liljcrals  and  conservatives,  followers  ol 
Silveira  Martins,  ol  Tavares,  "Cassalistas"  or  dis. 
sident  republicans,  gauc/ws  from  Uruguay,  and 
discontenis  of  every  shade  and  description,  recruit- 
ing lately  the  invaluable  assistance  of  Saldanha  da 
Gama,  Cusiodio  de  Mello  et  U genus  omnt,  whose 
god  fof  the  present  is  "parliamentary  govern- 
ment," and  chief  priest  Silveira  Martins.  On  the 
lights  and  wrongs  of  the  matter  I  decline  to  enter, 
as  these  constitute  one  of  1  hose  things  tliat  "no 
feller  can  understand.  "  It  would  require  a 
powerfnller  intellect  tlian  I  possess  to  unravel  the 
problem  as  to  which  is  the  real  governo  legtil  in 
Rio  Grande. 

On  the  principle  ol  nt'  posstJetis  I  am  inclined 
to  backCastilhiis,  as.  should  the  ottier  lot  by  any 
chance  succeed,  there  wilt  be  such  a  scramble  fur 
the  fruits  of  victory  as  would  inevitably  end  in 
confusion  worse  confounded,  and  leave  the  last 
state  ol  Hio  Grande  a  good  deal  worae  than  the 
present,  and  that's  saying  much.  To  lake  it  all 
round  I  am  glad  tlie  "federalistas"  have  not  made 
any  way,  though  I  can  not  say  I  think  much  of 
the  present  gnvernmenl,  or  of  Sr.  Castilhos'  ad- 
ministration, yet  I  must  confess  it  mi|jht  be  worse 
and  some  excuses  must  be  made  for  a  particulaily 
ditiScull  situation, 


"liJltiV^  by  the  "federalistas"  from,  under  their 
very  noses,  In  consequence  the  "federal iitas" 
are  well  mounted,  and  always  well  prepared  to 
run  away,  and  pop  over  the  frontier  if^  the  enemy 
appear  wiihin  five  leagues. 

The  state  of  the  southern  camps  is  lamentable  ! 
not  a  horse  or  cow  to  be  found,  The  "federali*. 
tas"  clear  out  all  the  "Ca>*lilhista "  estmcms, 
whilst  the  "Casiilhistas"  do  ditto  for  the  "federa. 
listas,"  and  so  strike  a  balance.  Inconsequence 
hiJes  are  cheap, 

The  railway  lo  Bagtf  (Southern  of  Brazil)  is 
realty  tlie  most  injured  party  in  this  struKgle,  as 
all  the  energies  of  the  "federalistas"  are  directed 
to_  pulling  up  rails  and  burning  bridges,  ilmugh 
with  what  object  it  is  impossible  10  sny,  as  direcily  I 
alter  accomplishing  one  of  these  exploits  they  im- 
mediately clear  over  the  fiontier  again. 
^  At  the  present  moment  I  am  wiiting  from  Pira- 
\.\ny,  a  btaiion  some  S  leagues  from  Peloias,  where 
an  important  railway  bridge  spans  the  river  of  the 
same  name.  For  the  last  month  or  so  a  group  of 
500  or  60a  "federalistas"  have  been  camped  about 
9  miles  ofT,  avowedly  waiting  for  a  convenient  op- 
porlunily  lo  destroy  the  bridge.  There  is  a  small 
garrison  of  50  men  who  are  supposed  to  be  defend- 
ing it,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  have  entered  into 
the  imagination  o(  the  military  genius  that  directs 
the  operations  of  the  government  troops  that, 
instead  of  awaiting  an  attack,  it  would  be  possible 
to  carry  the  war  into  the  enemy's  camp. 

The  federalistas  on  their  side  don't  seem  to  be 
in  any  hurry,  as  thej|  have  attempted  nothing  so 
far,  further  than  lifting  800  government  horses 
though  there  really  is  nothing  to  prevent,  I  dim't 
say  500,  but  one  man  of  sufficient  energy  from 
blowing  the  bridge  to  blazes  whenever  he  plea- 
ses, It  is  precisely  this  oa^  man  that  is  missing, 
ami  has  been  all  along! 

From  what  I  have  observed,  I  should  be  sorry 
to  see  Brazil  engaged  in  a  foreign  war,  and  can 
now  clearly  understand  how  it  was  the  Para' 
guayaii   war   lasted  seven  years ! 

In  confirmation  ol  my  description  of  the  war 
operaiions  carried  on,  I  tianslatc  the  following  op- 
portune correspondence :

Just  a  year  ago  the  "federalisla"  fortunes  were 
at  their  climax;  the  "battle"  of  the  Kio  Negro 
produced  a  situation,  wliich  taken  at  Ihe  flow 
might  easily  have  led  on  to  fortune,  but  the  want 
of  energy  and  determination,  and  absence  of  skill 
and  any  pro|fer]y  combined  plan  ot  action,  that 
have  chnracterized  the  niovements  of  the  "fede- 
raUstas"  from  the  first,  destroyed  all  the  advantages 
this  decided  success  bestowed,  and  ever  since,  as 
if  in  protest  against  the  fitrocities  there  committed, 
the  "federalista"  fortunes  have  declined,  until 
their  operations  are  now  reduced  to  tile  incursion)! 
of  small  bands  of  armed  bandit,?,  whose  only  ob- 
ject seems  to  be  to  lift  cattle  and  horses.  For  a 
description  of  the  lionors  of  the  Rio  Negro  mas- 
sacre  I  refer  you  to  a  pamphlet  byGermatio  Hass- 
locher,  a  Germano-Biazilian  of  some  literary  abil- 
ity, unlil  lately  one  of  the  most  ardent  followers 
of  Silveira  Martins,  and  member  of  the  revolu- 
tionary committee  in  Buenos  Aires.  After  its 
perusal  I  expect  you  will  (eel  as  little  enthusiasm 
lor  the  "liberator.^"  of  Rio  Grande  as  myself. 

The  miserable  failure  of  the  "federalista"  army, 
3,000  men,  to  talte  Bage,  defended  for  two  inonlhs 
by  400  men,  the  ludicrous  allempt  of  Custodio  de 
Mello  and  Salgado  on  the  city  of  Rio  Grande, 
and  finally  the  death  of  the  only  "federalista" 
who  displayed  anything  like  energy  or  military 
ability,  GumercindoSar.'iiva,  have  thoroughly  dem- 
oralized their  adherents  in  the  province,  who  only 
now  pray  lo  be  delivered  from  their  friends.  In 
truth  every  one  is  tired  of  the  everlasting  march- 
ing' and  counter-marching  without  ever  coming  to 
close  quarters,  and  both  the  "federalistas"  and  the 
government  come  in  for  equal  share  of  blame. 

At  the.  rate  and  the  way  things  are  going  on, 
there  is  no  reason  Ihe  revolution  should  not  last 
a  hundred  years,  if  only  the  cows  wilt  hold  out. 

The  government  forces  have  no  cavalry  and  no 
horses,  and  if  they  acquire  any,  as  they  did  once, 
buying    1,800   in    Uruguay,    ttiey  are  immediately 


lllm.  Sr.  M.  Colh^es.-'YoMT  passage  by  the 
railway  has  been  signalized  by  the  burninKofthe 
Rio  Negro  bridge.  I  should  like  to  know  what 
advantage  this  can  possibly  be,  either  10  you  or  the 
revolution!  You  must  by  this  time  be  convinced 
that  in  this  revolution  you  have  never  really 
fought  except  with  the  railway,  in  this  respect 
placing  yourself  on  a  par  with  Barcellos,  the  only

"If  you  accept  my 
invitation"  (like  the  spider  to  the  fly)  "and  make 
up  your  mind  to  leave  off  these  habits,  and  present 
yourself  immediately,  promising  not  to  have  any- 
thing more  to  do  with  this  idiotic  war,  I  give  yun 
my  word  of  honor  to  guarantee  you  security  and 
liberty.  If,  however,  you  refuse,  I  shall  take  ail 
your  family  and  relations  prisioners  and  send  them 
to  Porto  Alegre.  And  as  you  arc  so  fond  of  fires 
I  will  order  alt  your  housi^s.  barns  and  fences  to 
be  burned,  and  jro^ur  cattle  to  be  slaunlitered  (or 
the  poor  of  this  city,  not  letting  a  single  little 
cnlf  escape,"  (it  is  doubtful  if  any  yet  eiiat.)

If  you  want  a  fire-war,  there  it  is  Tor  ytu.  Obs.

surreniler  and  you  shall  be  guaranteed,  or  don't 
surrender  and  I'll  polish  off  everything  that 
belongs  to  you. 
I  await  your  early  answer  to  know  what  to  do.

This  is  scarcely  a  model  of  literary  style,  hut 
displays  some  energy  and  a  good  deal  of  irrita- 
tion; in  iioint  of  fact,  it  must  be  very  annoying 
to  Col.  Tclles  to  have  his  bridges  burned  so 
constantly,  and  communications  stopped  with  Rio 
Grande;  but  it  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred, 
even  lo  him,,  that  the  best  way  to  secure  the 
bridge,  which  is  only  a  few  kilometres  from  Bag^, 
would  be  lo  either  guard  it  properly,  or  go  tor 
the  obnoxius  Collares  m  corporevih,  inste,id  ol 
going  lor  hi*  family  and  parentis!  Mr.  Collares,' 
however,  didn't  see  it,  and  replied  he  might  take 
his  family  and  confiscate  as  much  of  his  prnperty

The  disinclination  that  both  sides  have  shown 
to  come  to  close  quarters  has  only  been  equalled 
by  the  ferocity  displayed  when  by  some  unac- 
countable accident  an  encounter  really  occurred. 
This  wretched  revolution,  if  it  entailed  no  conse- 
quences on  posterity,  would  be  of  btile  real  im- 
portance, and  only  cause  a  certain  amount  of 
misery  and  privation  lo  the  present  generation, 
but  the  atrocities  commiiled,  and  injustice  display- 
ed,  and  want  of  all  common  humanity  and  good 
faith,  are  laying  by  a  store  of  rancorous  hate  that 
will  reduce  ihe  country  to  the  condition  of  a 
second  Uruguay,  where  vendett.is  are  handed 
down  from  generation  to  generation,  and  revolu- 
tions hailed  as  admirable  opportunities  for  gratify-

This  is  the  most  disheartening'  feature  of  the 
miserable  struggle,  and  which  makes  it  almost 
impossible  for  the  federalista  chiels  to  return  t'6 
their  homes  and  families,  and  live  quietly' and 
peaceably,  as  1  Ihive  no  doubt  many  would  yladly 
do  if  they  dared:  but  Ihey  know  that  even  if  the 
guarantees  the  government  is  constantly  offer- 
ing were  genuine,  that  even  so  the  government 
would  be  powerless   to  protect    thein  in  country 


fed«rali«ta,  to  whom  h«  hippsned  to  hold  a  grudge, 
if  he  conveniently  and  safety  (oulJ,  In  con- 
sequence many  ofthe  combatanii  rtmain  In  arms, 
bsndcd  togslher  in  simple  stl/diftmt,  fearJnK  to 
trust  the  guarantees  of  a  governmenl  too  weak 
(0  enforce  us  decries,  and  unwilling  to  punish  its 
own  partizan*. 

Sucii  then  is  the  condition  of  (he  province  and 
situation  of  the  contending  parties.  It  is  evident 
thai  coercion  has  failed,  and  mutt  b«  abandoned. 
Pacification,  the  only  alternative,  is  equally  im- 
posxible  il  left  to  the  dominating  Caatilhiita  partv 
to  effect.  The  only  course  to  pursue  therefore.is 
to  attempt  it  by  the  dind  and  indtprndent  in- 
tervention of  a  completely  neutral  power,  that 
should  be  by  the  federal  government  itielf,  acting 
in  this  case  as  I  believe  has  been  done  on  several 
occasions  in  similar  situations  in  the  United  Siates, 
notably  in  Louisiana  after  Ihe  war. 

The  Intervention  lo  be  efTectual  must  be  com- 
plete and  absolute,  suspending  entirely  the  au- 
tonomy of  the  state  lor  a  period  ol  two  or  three 
years.  The  whole  administration  would  then  he 
vested  in  the  hands  of  the  interventor  named  by 
the  federal  government,  who  would  substitute  for 
all  ihe  eaisting  judicial  and  eiecutJve  authori- 
ties, including  the  municipal,  his  own  nominees 
chosen  from  elements  foreign  to  the  state  and 
its  parly  passions.

whilst  ensuring  the  representation  of  the  minor-

On  such  terms,  were  the  federalista  thtfts  once 
convinced  of  tlie  hona-fides  of  Ihe  Icderal  govern- 
ment, il  IS  probable  that  the  revolutionists  would 
be  glad  to  abandon  the  wearisome  struggle  which 
they  continue  without  hope  ol  success,  but  from 
the  absence  of  any  alternative. 

To  realize  such  a  programme  no  sacrifice  ol 
personal  suscepiibilities  or  interests  would  be  too 
great,  and  no  ^.arty  considerations  allowed  to 
stand  in  the  way.  The  aim  and  boast  of  the 
new  government  should  Iw  to  hand  over  to  its 
successor  a  Urazil  happy,  free,  prosperous  and 
united^  which  will  never  happen  unless  the  Rio 
Grande  problem  is  successfully  and  peacably  solved.

—Every  foreign  paper  crilicises  the  hostility 
shown  by  the  Argentine  government  lo  foreign 
capital  and  companies.  This  may  be  rcttarded  as 
of  little  importance  by  the  officials  who  do  it,  but 
they  or  their  successors  will  learn  in  the  end  that 
it  is  rather  a  serious  mkWvc.-^Buenos  Aires  Herald. 

—Telegrams  from  Bnenoi  Aires  of  the  l6th 
report  a  ministerial  crisis,  alt  the  ministers  resign- 
ing but  one.  It  was  reported  in  one  dispatch  that 
Saenz  Pena  himself  would  resign,  but  thi«  was 
contradicted  in  a  second  dispatch.  Up  to  to-day 
the  President  has  found  no  one  williiie  to  oi 
a  new  cabinet.

—Montevideo  telegrams  of  the  20lh  state  (hat 
case*  of  cholera  are  still  appearing  at  Rosario 
and  Currientes,  and  that  the  Buenos  Aires  aniho.

sailors  in  that  port^  On  the  other  hand,  a  Buenos 
Aires  telegram  of  the  same  date  says  that  the  san- 
itary state  there  and  in  Rosario  is  satisfactory. 

—Telegrams  of  the  2isl  from  Buenos  Aires  and 
Montevideo  announce  that  President  Saenz  Pena 
has  resolved  ti>  resign.  He  has  been  entirely  aban- 
doned i>y  his  friends  and  supporters,  is  unable  to 
organic  a  new  cabinet  and  has  no  alternative 
left  but  resiiinalinn.  The  discredit  of  such  a  situa- 
tion falls  upon  the  country  as  well  as  upon  the 
man. 

—The  Uruguayan  gtvernment  has  resolved  to 
issue  Treasury  certificates  to  piiy  the  deficits  on 
each  month's  current  expenses.  All, accounts  must 
be  paid  in  the  first  ten  days  of  the  succeedi n; 
month,  and  then  if  the  cash  runs  short  these  ceiti 
ficates  will  be  issued.  They  will  be  in  denomina- 
tions ol  $5,  $10  and  $50,  and  will  really  form  a 
new  kind  of  ciirrency. 

—  Notwiilistanding  the  abject  panic  of  ihe 
sanitaiy  authorities  over  the  alleged  cholera, 
we  have  not  yet  seen  evidence  or  record  to  their 
having  taken  one  active  measure  for  tlie  better 
sanitation  of  the  city,  beyond,  perhaps,  the 
inspections  of  the  barracks  and  a  few  of  the 
common  lodging-houses.  They  almost  seem  to 
be  unaware  of  the  existence  ol  any  measures 
other  than  quarantine  ad  lib.  —  Montevideo  Times. 

—  During  the  month  of  November  (he  sales 
o(  real  estite  in  this  city  comprised  371  pro- 
perties with  a  superficial  area  of  406,497  square 
metres  which  realised  $2,315,203.  One  hundred 
and  fifty-five  properties  were  mortgaged  for  $1.- 
850,237.  During  the  same  month  the  nine  tram- 
way companies  carried  6,788,324  passengers, 
making  173,699  round  trips.  The  six  railway 
companies  carried  632,156  passengers  and  144,104 
tonsof  cargo.— 7;«;^j,  Buenos  Aires. 

—The  chief  of  police  of  Montevideo  has  ap-

—The  Buinoi  Aires  journal  El  Timpo  aceuies 
the  government  of  conecallnii  the  tilstence  of 
cholera  in  Cordoba.  It  says  there  have  been  ci 
cases  in  Cordoba  and  100  in  Rosario. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  i6ih  reports 
the  wreck  of  the  American  steamer /Vw-S/^/./ at 
.  Flores  island,  The  currents  are  very  strong  at 
that  place,  and  are  considered  particularly  danger- 
ous. A  telegram  of  the  20th,  however,  reports 
that  the  steamer  has  been  saved. 

—  It  being  reported  that  there  were  four 
cases  ol  cliolera  on  board  the  steamer  Bellaura, 
the  sanitary  officers  visited  her  in  haste  and  found 
that  two  of  the  men  were  suffering  from  Boca  gin 
and  one  from  pleurisy  and  that  the  other  had  been 
hurt  by  the  winch  \~Buchos  Aires  Htrahi, 

-The  December  receipts  ol  the  Montevideo 
custom-house  were  ^680,411.03,  a  decrease  from 
the  receipts  of  1893,  Tlie  total  custom*  receipts 
in  Uruguay  tor  the  year  (esiimatlna  those  of  the 
departments  for  December)  amounted  to  $10,356.- 
90J,  against  18,970,099  in  iKjj,  showing  an  in- 
crease  of  $1,386,803. 

—We,  and  nearly  all  our  contemporaries,  were 
hoaaed  on  Friday  CInnocents'  day)  by  the  pub- 
lication in  the  Diario  of  what  purported  to  be  a 
decree  of  the  national  government  closing  the 
ports  ol  Santa  Fi,  Rosario  and  Colastin^,  on  ac- 
count ol  cholera  having  been  officially  uioved  to 
exist  there.  The  joker  may  havegood  cause  lo 
"laugh  on  Ihe  other  side  of  hit  mouth,"  for  the 
government  has  issaed  a  decree  declaring  the 
aliHolute  falsity  of  the  one  that  appeared  in  the 
Dtario  and  that  the  publication  of  it  was  a  crime 
punishable  by  the  law,  and  ordering  the  public 
prosecutor  lo  insii'tute  criminal  proceedings  against 
the  author  of  the  fictitious  decree  and  all  his 
accomplices.—  Butnes  Aires  Hetald. 

-There  is  no  necessity  whatever  to  maintain 
the  present  eacessive  quarantines  against  Bue- 
nos Aire*.  The  people  there  have  ceased  to 
Iwlieve  in  any  epidemic,  and  such  few  cases  as 
there  have  been  of  cholerina  or  whatever  Ihe 
disease  may  realty  be,  are  daily  becoming  few- 
er and  less  severe.  Nevertheless  the  author- 
ities here  continue  to  ulk  about  an  "  invasion 
ol  cholera,  "  that  really  exists  only  in  their 
imagination,  and  so  tar  from  rilaaing  their 
measures  appear  to  be  inclined  to  make  them 
vet  more  stringent.  They  seem  to  be  entirely 
blind  to  the  enormous  mischief  these  quaran- 
tines are  doing,  and  the  serious  depression  they 
are  helping  to  bring  about  in  what  should  be 
one  of  the  busiest  months  of  the  year.— ^^w- 
levidea  7'imes. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  Standard  has  the  ret)ulatton 
of  always  taking  a  very  roseate  view  of  all  the 
situations  in  Argentina,  from  a  revolution  to  Ihe 
toss  of  a  white  hat.  It  is  with  some  surprise, 
i therefore,  that  we  find,  the  following  pessimistic 
expressions  in  its  columns  :  "There  is  something 
so  truly  sad  and  sorMwful  in  the  story  that  it  in- 
lensifies  our  dislru«t  in  the  present  stale  of  things 
in  this  Country.  Misfoetunes  come  in  phalanxes; 
and  what  with  a  perennial  cabinet  crisis  in  our  gov- 
ernment, a  rapidly  declining  trade,  a  scandal  under 
the  name  of  prostituted  law,  such  as  that  which  we 
all  witnessed  at  the  Great  Southern  railway  station 
yesterday,  and  one  of  our  most  rising  young  men 
)(hot  through  l,he  belly  in  a  duel  which  was  forced 
upon  him,  the  fatal  truth  stares  us  in  the  face  that 
this  couniry  is  rapidly  retrograding,  and  will,  before 
another  generation,  be  a  pure  and  simple  South 
Ameiican  nullity:'' ' 

—The  very  impcrlctt  and  unsatisfactory  arrange, 
ments  at  Ihe  office  oi  direct  taxes  for  the  sale  of 
fiscal  stamps  continues  lo  be  a  source  of  annoy- 
ance and  trouble  t<.  bu-tiness  men.  Every  ne» 
quarter  there  is  a  bh.ck  for  the  purchase  of  the 
new  stamps,  simply  because  no  one  in  the  office 
has  comnioi)  sense  enough  to  place  them  on  sale 
a  few  days  in  advance,  and  thus  business  is  hinder- 
ed becauiw  the  stamps  can  not  be  obtained  in  time. 
Another  absurdity  is  an  attempted  relusal  to  lake 
silver  or  copper  above  certain  small  nniounts.  This 
monstrosity  of  a  national  office  refusing  to  receive 
national  money  is  easily  evaded  by  puichaaing  the 
stamps  in  detail  instead  ol  in  bulk.  When  the 
selling  clerk  has  10  count  out  one  or  two  cent 
stamps  singly,  he  goon  gets  tired  of  the  business 
and  IS  glad  lo  take  anv  money  otfered  him .  The 
entire  arrangements  of  the  office  seem  dominated 
by  a  lack  ot  common  sense  and  a  desire  to  give 
the  least  conveniences  possible  to  the  public,  lliey 
do  not  seem  to  perceive  that  every  obstacle  they 
impose  means  prejudice  to  the  revenue.  —  HJonte- 
video  Times.

— A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  3ist  says  thnt 
large  numbers  of  BiaziVians  are  emigrating  from 
Rio  Grande  to  the  Uruguayan  department  of  Ar- 
tigas,  to  escape  the  depredfttions  ol  the  bandits 
wno  are  devastating  that  slate, 

— Telegrams  of  the  20t1)  from  various  points  on 
the  Rio  Grande  frontier  lepresent  the  revolutionists- 
without  recourses  and  greatly  demoralized.  The 
singular  unanimity  of  these  dispatches  from  poinis 
wictely  separated,  leads  to  the  belief  that  tliey  are 
the  product  of  the  Montevideo  literary  bureau. 

—A  Pari  telegram  of  the  l6th  says  tiiat  the 
Brittah  steamer  Atvs  which  had  been  ordered  to 
Ilha  Grande,  had  returned  to  the  anchorage,  it 
having  been  learned  that  the  port  of  Antwerp  is 
considered  "clean."  The  Pari  officials  explain 
that  the  national  board  had  not  advised  them  of 
this. 

—A  Bahia  telegram  of  the  l6th  says:  — "The 
American  iranipoit  of  war  Ritvmru  Cttttn  has  ar- 
rived from  Bnrliados."  Funny  language,  this 
English,  is  n't  it?  After  achieving  a  iieadache 
over  it,  we  have  come  to  the  concluMon  that 
** Rifvenne  Cutta"  means  *' revenue  cuiter,"  and 
nothing  more.  The  description  "transport  of 
war"  IS  merely  a  freak  of  the  imagination.  Pos- 
sibly a  Wotlii  reporter  may  be  on  board. 

—The  municipal  inspector  of  Juis  de  Fdra,  Dr. 
Fenna  Filho,  advises  the  Paiz  that  cholera  ap- 
peared there  on  the  Sth  inst.,  the  Hrst  cases  oc* 
curring  in  theimmigrsnis  Aor/fi/am.  In  the  city 
there  was  one  caae  on  the  jth,  one  on  the  Sth,  two 
on  the  131I1  and  one  on  the  14th.  01  these  five 
cases,  four  were  fatal.  The  illustrious  medico  does 
not  tell  us  of  the  result  among  the  immigrnnts. 
From  another  cource  we  learn  that  a  majority  of 
(he  immigrants  have  been  sent  away. 

—The  action  of  the  Pait  in  publishing  reports 
of  the  appearance  of  cholera  at  various  points  in 
Minas,  has  at  last  produced  a  dangerous  panic. 
At  Recreio  the  people  recently  tore  up  raits  on 
the  railway  to  stop  communication  with  Porto 
Novo,  and  at  the  station  of  Conselheiro  Paulino 
on  the  Nova  Friburgo  branch  the  same  thing  lias 
happened.  At  S.  Fidelis  the  people  are  trying  to 
stop  traffic  and  have  threatened  to  destroy  the 
railway  bridge  across  the  Parahyha.  Tlie  Serraiia 
branch  has  also  been  closed  by  a  mob,  and  at 
Cardoso  Moreira,  on  the  Carangula  tine,  the  same 
thing  has  liap|iei)ed.  The  Leopiddina  line  has 
also  been  closed  bevond  Porto  Novo  because  ol 
repotted  cases  at  S.  Geraldo. 

—  The  Floiianisias  having  quarreled  among 
themselves  in  Paran&,  the  puldic  is  now  having 
some  very  inteiesting  disclonures.  Die  Jornal  ul 
the  l7tii  reproducer  an  article  from  the  Repuiiica, 
oi  CucitylMi,  ol  the  loth,  signed  by  a  person  na- 
med Chagaa  Piitheiro,  himself  a  suppoiter  of  the 
government  candidates,  in  which  he  chaiges  Colo- 
nel  Lacerda,  opposition  cbiet,  with  being  the  bearer 
from  Rio  in  July  last  of  orders  (or  the  shooting 
of  twenty.two  persons.  At  Curityba  his  courage 
failed  him,  and  lie  did  n<'t  Rive  lite  list  to  Gen. 
Ewerton  Quadras  ti>  have  the  orders  executed. 
Ttie  accusation  gives  the  names  ot  the  men  who 
were  to  be  shot.  In  those  days  ju;9lice  was  ad- 
ministered in  Kio  very  much  as  it  wiis  in  the 
bloody  days  of  tiie  French  revolution. 


Local  Notes 


—The  new  President  of  France  is  to  be  in- 
augurated to>morrow. 

—Three  more  bodies  of  the  victimi  of  the  Ttf- 
ctira  disaster  were  found  on  the  17th,  three 
on  the  iSith,  and  one  on  the  19th. 

—The  new  consul-general  at  New  York,  Sr.  A. 
Fontourt  Xavier,  left  for  that  city  on  the  17th, 
going  via  Europe. 

—Steps  have  only  jmt  been  taken  fir  the  urgent 
works  and  repairs  asked  for  by  the  director  of  the 
Jurujuba  hospital. 

—  It  ii  announced  that  the  CUiade  da  Kio  will 
reappear  March  ist  under  tlie  editorial  manage- 
ment of  Jos£  do  Patrocinio. 

—The  Alts  hears  that  Fort  Villegaignon  is  to 
be  transformed  into  a  fiscal  department,  Iwcause  of 
the  expense  which  must  be  incurred  to  repair  it. 

—Another  modification  in  our  local  lottery 
reKuIations  wns  promulgated  by  decree  on  the 
17th  inst.  The  lottery  consumes  altogether  too 
much  of  the  time  and  talent  of  those  in  power. 

—It  is  said  that  when  the  passengers  from  the 
French  sir.  la  Plata  were  landed  at  Ilha  Grande, 
they  f.)und  the  place  closed  up.  They  were  not 
expected  and  nothing  was  ready  for  them. 

—The  Pait  is  now  invading  Minas  Geraes  with 
its  cholera  scares.  Having  been  at  fault  so  many 
limes,  one  mii{ht  conclude  it  time  for  the  Pait  to 
exercise  a  tittle  more  judgment  in  its  efforts  to 
create  alarm. 

—Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  sanitary  inspector* 
to  inquire  int'>  the  mineral  water  and  watered  milk 
inHustries  of  the  city  ?  The  wretched  stuff  called 
milk  which  is  supplied  here,  ought  to  be  very  care- 
fully examined. 

—As  we  anticipated  the  trial  of  Antonio  Paula 
de  Mello  Barreto  011  the  17th,  for  resimnsibility  in 
the  Companhia  Geral  swindle  of  1 891,  resiilte.! 
in  his  unanimous  acquittal.  It  would  appear  that 
the  swindle  organized  and  propagated  itself,  and 
that  the  victims  are  the  only  ones  who  deserve 
punishment. 

—The  captain  of  the  port  has  advised  the  ferry 
company  to  provide  for  each  ferryboat  two  life 
rafts  for  M  persons  each,  four  rafts  of  the  model 
used  on  war  ships,  60  metres  of  rope,  and  to 
modify  the  seats,  using  lighter  woods,  so  that  they 
can  be  broken  up  and  transformed  into  rafts.  He 
also  recommends  the  acquisition  ol  fire  pumps 
and  leather  buckets  for  the  eatinction  of  fires. 


Railroad    Notes 


—The  Uniao  Sorocabana  e  Ituana  Company 
has  recently  signed  a  contract  for  tlie  purcliase  of 
5,000  tons  of  tails,  etc.,  the  delivery  to  begm 
within  90  days. 

—The  November  receipts  of  the  Uniao  Soroca- 
bana e  Ituana  lines  amounted  to  564,752$o!io,  and 
the  working  expenses  to  270,02S$j25,  leaving  a  ne^ 
balance  of  294,723$55o. 

— The  S.  ChrislovSo  company  has  re-established 
its  evening  Tijuca  express  tram,  which  leaves  the 
Largo  detian  Francisco  at  4.20  p.  in.  This  will 
be  warmly  appreciated  by  Tijuca  residents, 

— It  would  be  interesting  to  know  why  the 
Central  railway  admiiiislratiuii  sent  10  of  us  new 
locomotives  up  to  Lafayette  to  be  mounted,  where 
there  are  no  facilitie;i  lor  doing  the '  work  quickly 
and  well. 

— The  good  citizens  of  Nova  Friburgo  and  Sao 
Fidelis  have  recently  resolved  to  do  a  little  quaran- 
tining on  their  own  account,  so  they  liave  torn 
up  the  rails  and  otherwise  obstructed  the  Leopol- 
dina  railway  in  order  to  suspend  communication 
with  those  parts  of  Minas  infected  with  Paiz  cho- 
lera. 

—Although  the  Officinas  of  the  Central  railway 
have  been  provided  with  all  ilie  best  machinery 
and  with  every  facility,  they  are  practically  unable 
to  keep  the  locomotives  and  rolling-stock  of  that 
road  in  good  repair.  We  are  informed  that  locomo- 
tives  have  been  waiting  over  two  years  in  these 
shops  lor  repans.  Would  it  not  have  been 
cheaper  to  repair  these  than  to  buy    new  ones? 

— The  government  has  granted  a  two  months 
leave  of  absence  to  Dr.  Joao  Josd  Dias  de  Faria, 
chief  of  locomotion  and  superintendent  of  the 
repair  shops  of  the  Central  railway.  In  a  letter 
to  the  Jo^nal  do  Commercio  ol  tUe  i8th,  Dr.  Faria 
says  that  he  alone  is  responsible  for  the  purchase 
of  the  60  Brooks  locomotives  which  is  now  at. 
trcicting  so  much  attention.  He  does  not  state, 
however,  that  the  order  was  first  -given  to  a  per- 
sonal friend  who  afterwards  came  to  an  under- 
standing with  the  agents.  As  for  tlie  dispute  over 
the  prices,  that  ought  Co  be  settled  easily  by  a. 
•reference  to  the  cortespoadence. 


—An  executive  decree  of  the  15th  inst.,  pub- 
lished on  the  19th,  revokes  the  decree  of  2Sth 
April,  1894,  by  which  Villegaignon  and  Cobras 
islands  were  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  min- 
ister of  war.  It  is  explained  that  the  department 
of  marine  requires  reorganization  and  that  as  these 
islands  contain  much  material  belonging  to  ihat 
department  which  can  not  readily  be  removed,  it 
is  essential  that  they  remain  under  its  jurisdiction. 
—Some  dajfs  ago  an  anonymous  writer  signing 
himself  "Mario,"  published  an  article  in  the  Jor- 
mi  d.>  Commemo  in  which  he  ridiculed  some  of 
Ilie  "Abyssinians"—  those  who  worship  the  ri^ng 
sun  and  throw  stones  at  the  setting  sun.  It  is 
curious  to  note  Ihat  many  who  usually  scorn  to 
notice  an  anonymous  denunciation,  are  now  rush- 
ing  into  print  to  deny  the  charge.  No  names 
were  meniioned,  but  the  shoes  seem  to  fit  a  goodly 
number  of  patriots. 

—The  Paii  says  that  from  the  2nd  to  the  17th 
inst.  30  persons  were  sent  to  the  Jurujuba  hos. 
pital  as  suspected  cases  o(  cholera.  Our  neighbor 
then  adds,  with  his  customary  clearness,  that  of 
these  "some  have  come  out  convalescent  and 
others  have  died."  As  we  now  know  that  cases 
of  every  description  have  been  sent  there,  even 
including  drunkenness,  by  frightened  sanitary  in. 
spectors,  it  would  he  interesting  to  know  the 
particulars  of  the  cases  in  question,  especially  of 
those  who  died, 

—Telegrams  from  Buenos  Aire-s  on  the  i8th  says 
that  the  sanitary  situation  there  has  become  serious. 
Cholera  has  broken  out  with  violence  in  the  port, 
and  cases  Iiave  appeared  in  the  insane  asylum. 
The  sanitary  authorities  at  Montevideo  are  taking 
greater  precauiions  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
the  disease.  In  our  opinion,  the  outbreak  in 
Buenos  Aires  is  another  unanswerable  proof  of 
the  little  real  v.ilue  of  quarantine  regulations. 
The  Argentine  antliorities  think  of  nothing  else, 
and  yet  the  infection  slips  through  in  spite  of 
them. 

—The  Jornal  da  Cammercio  is  inTormed  that 
the  non-appearance  of  the  Dictator  at  the  festivities 
in  honor  of  the  Uruguayan  commission  and  at 
the  inauguration  of  the  President,  his  successor, 
was  not  because  of  illness,  liut  because  of  news 
from  Paris  to  the  efifcct  that  four  Brazilians  had 
come  here  with  the  express  intention  of  assassinal. 
ing  him.  They  were  said  to  carry  an  air  gun  as  a 
cane,  which  could  be  fired  at  iiim  in  the  street 
without  making  a  noise.  To  defeat  this  desperate 
plan,  the  Dictator  withdrew  wholly  from  the  pub- 
lic gaze. 

—The  news  received  here  on  the  l6th  that 
President  Casimir  Peiier  had  resigned  the  presi. 
dency  of  France,  caused  ihe  greatest  surprise. 
It  had  been  believed  that  he  was  a  man  of  great 
firmness  who  would  not  be  disturbed  in  the 
exercise  of  his  duty  by  tlie  chronic  dissensions  in 
the  Chamber.  On  the  I7ih  the  general  assembly 
met  at  Versailles  and  elected  M.  Felis  Faure, 
minister  of  marme  in  the  last  cabinet,  to  tlie 
vacancy.  The  new  President  is  a  man  of  long 
experience  in  public  life  and  his  election  has  been 
generally  received  with  satisfaction. 

It  is  now  announced  that  the  ex-Dictator  has 
again  changed  his  plans.  He  first  arranged  to  go 
to  Barbacena,  where  a  house  was  rented  for  him. 
Then  he  resolved  to  go  to  Po?os  de  Caldas,  where 
a  house  was  also  rented,  and  arrangements  were 
made  .by  the  governor  of  S.  Paulo  for  his  journey. 
Now,  says  the  Jornal,  he  has  again  changed  his 
mind  and  has  resolved  to  go  to  Cambuqui/a,  near 
Lambary,  for  the  mineral  waters  of  that  place.    He 


—Frequent  complaints  are  made  of  the  bad  state 
of  the  freih  meat  of&red  lor  sale  in  the  markets 
of  this  city, 

—The  minister  ol  interior  is  arranging  a  trip  to 
the  state  of  Paraml.  It  is  thought  that  the  min- 
ister ol  foreign  affairs  will  accompany  him. 

—  There  was  no  gunpowder  burnt  in  honor 
of  our  patron  saint,  St.  Sebastian,  on  the  20th. 
The  city  was  338  years  old  on  that  day— and  looks 
it,  too  I 

—  The  supreme  military  tribunal  is  consider, 
ing  the  question  whether  the  recent  amnesty  de. 
cree  includes  the  naval  students  who  joined  the 
revolt. 

—Chili  has  abolished  the  quarantine  imposed 
upon  Argentine  arrivals,  The  whim  was  ap- 
parently too  costly  and  troublesome  to  be  con- 
tinued. 

— The  British  gunboat  Barracouta  arrived  here 
on  the  17th,  and  left  again  on  the  19th,  under 
sealed  orders.  The  destination  of  tiie  gunboat  was 
not  to  be  known  until  after  leaving  this  port. 

— The  telegraph  lines  have  been  torn  down  at 
various  points  in  Minas  and  Kio  to  impede  the 
progress  of  cholera.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
know  if  our  sanitary  board  considers  a  telegraph 
message  as  infectious. 

—The  islands  of  Cobras  and  Villegaignon  were 
formally  delivered  over  to  the  marine  authorities 
on  Ihe  19th.  It  is  said  that  orders  have  been 
issued  for  the  suspension  of  repairs  on  the  forti- 
flcations  of  the  two  islands. 

—The  minister  of  marine  has  ordered  that  the 
Braiilian  bgn.  Solnar  shall  go  to  Ilha  Grande  to 
he  uied  as  a  floating  hospital.  If  it  takes  as  lont; 
for  the  ship  to  go,  as  it  did  to  decide  upon  her 
going,  the  sick  will  all  be  dead  before  she  reaches 
that  place. 

■-On  Ihe  i6lh  a  young  midshipman  {aspitante) 
arrived  here  from  Montevideo,  having  been  as. 
sured  by  some  influential  personage  thai  he  would 
not  be  molested  as  the  amnesty  decree  covered  his 
class.  On  ariival  here,  however,  he  was  promptly 
placed  under  arrest  and  is  now  a  prisoner  on  the 
Nicthttoy, 

-Among  the  passengers  who  passed  through 
this  port  last  week  on  the  Royal  Mail  steamer 
Danube^  was  Admiral  C.  S.  Norton,  of  the  United 
Sfates  navy,  who  comei  to  take  command  of  the 
South  Atlantic  stjuadron.  On  arrival  at  Monte. 
video  he  will  hoist  his  pennant  on  the  cruiser 
Nrisark. 


—There  were  two  deaths  ia  this  city  from  yellow 
fever  on  the  igih. 

—  The  Pai%  will  permit  u3  to  observe  thM 
very  litilc  confiJence  can  be  felt  in  the  state- 
ments of  a  sanitary  inspector  who  sends  a  drun- 
ken man  over  to  jurujuba  as  a  suspected  chol- 
era case,  or  who  visits  a  ship  with  illness  on 
board  by  simply  cominn  alongside  in  his  launch 
and  shouting  his  directions  to  those  on  board. 
The  chances  are  decidedly  against  such  men, 
and  the  most  of  us  will  hesitate  to  accetit  their 
conclusions  on  any  subject.

—The  course  pursued  by  the  Pait  during  the 
past  eit(hteen  months  has  not  been  altogether  in 
the  interests  of  peace  and  harmony.  What  one 
newspaper  thinks  of  that  record  may  be  seen  in  the 
Corttio  da  Tardt  of  the  19th,  whose  editor  look 
ofi  his  gloves  when  he  began  on  the  subject.  The 
Pail  will  now  know  exactly  what  the  Correio 
thinks,  and  what  many  others  think  also. 

—The  Jornal  do  5we;7  has  begun  publication 
of  "Episodes  and  documents  for  the  history  ot  the 
naval  revolt."  It  will  be  very  difficult,  we  fear, 
to  write  a  true  history,  owing  to  the  policy  pursu- 
ed fiy  the  government  ol  concealing  all  reverses 
and  losses  and  of  magnifying  its  successes.  There 
was  so  much  deliberate  falsehood  in  the  records 
of  the  day,  and  so  persistent  an  etTort  to  deceive 
and  misrepresent  on  the  part  of  the  government 
organs,  that  it  will  now  be  difficult  to  write  a  true 
and  correct  history  of  tlie  affair. 

—It  would  seem  thdt  we  are  not  yet  free  from 
the  violence  o(  the  jacobins— the  men  who  believe 
that  the  destruction  of  life  and  property  is  a 
legitimate  means  of  repressing  those  who  hold 
opinions  different  from  ilieir  own.  The  course 
pursued  by  the  Jornal  do  Brazil  has  infuriated 
a  small  pa>ty  of  these  ruffians,  and  they  therefore 
arranged  to  attack  ihu  paper  on  the  iSth  inst. 
The  intention  was  disclosed  in  time,  however,  and 
the  chief  of  police  took  prompt  measures  to  re- 
pre.ss  the  disturbance.  The  affair  did  not  come 
off,  however,  its  promoters  evidently  not  wishing 
to  liave  a  conflict  with  the  authorities, 

—  The  Jotnal  oi  the  19th  relates  the  follow, 
ing  incident.  The  manager  of  the  Cooper.iliva 
de  Coinestiveis  stores  discovering  signs  of  an 
attemt)t  to  break  into  his  establishment,  went 
to  the  nearest  police  station,  at  the  loot  of  Rua 
Scte  de  Seteinbro,  to  give  infornialion.  The 
officer  ill  charge  refused  to  lake  notice  of  the 
complaint  and  referred  him  to  the  office  of  the 
night  watchmen,  a  private  association.  The  mau' 
ager,  in  reply,  said  that  he  wns  not  a  sub^ 
suriber  to  that  association,  whereupon  the  official 
asked  what  then  he  expected  him  to  do.  Sure 
enougli !      What  can  we  expect  the  police  to  do  ? 

—  There  was  a  street  fight  on  the  191I1  .be^ 
tween  a  large  group  of  laborers  from  the  marint 
arsenal  and  ihe  Portuguese  porters  stationed  at 
the  foot  of  Rua  Visconde  de  Inhaiima.^  Two 
or  three  Portuguese  were  seriously  wounded, 
one  of  them  from  the  indispensable  razor.  There 
were  many  others  who  received  slight  '  injui 
ies,  and  some  of  the  shops  in  the  neighborhood 
were  damaged.  It  would  seem  that  the  trouble 
has  been  promoted  by  certain  vajiabonds  and 
loafers  who  h.ave  been  spreading  false  reports 
on  both  sides,  and  who  have  been  inciting  the 
laborers  to  attack  the  foreignets.  The  police  were 
able  to  repress  the  disturbance  without  trouble, 
and  have  some  of  the  men  implicated  under  arrest. 

^A  daily  colleague  denounced  a  police  outrage 
the  past  week  which  ought  to  be  punished  most 
severely.  The  police  inspector  of  the  I4ih  district 
had  a  dispute  with  a  man  named  Machado,  who 
refused  to  obey  an  illegal  intimation.  The  ins- 
pector then  secured  the  assistance  oi  some  armed 
capangas,  with  whom  he  attacked  Macliado's  house, 
woumiing  , him  with  a  revolver  shot  and  beating 
Machaiio's  wife  and  mother.  Machado  has  since 
died.  It  is  time  tint  these  brutal  aggressions  were 
suppressed,  and  we  know  of  no  oilier  way  than 
tliat  of  severely  puni.ihing  the  olficiats  who  use 
their  positions  to  tyrannize  over  poor  people.     Ten

—At  the  meeting  of  the  consignees  of  live  cattle 
from  the  River  Plate,  held  on  the  14th  inst.,  it 
was  resolved  to  request  the  Argentine  minister' to 
solicit  permission  from  the  goveiiiment  to  discliar^e 
cattle  off  the  entrance  to  Jurujulia  bay,  when 
no  sickness  has  occurred  on  board.  In  case  of 
sickness,  however,  they  will  discliarge  outside  as 
heretofore.  Alter  discharge  the  steamers  will  go 
to  Ilha  Grande.  The  consignees  hope  in  this  way 
to  avoid  the  delays  which  occur  outside  when  tlie 
wealher  is  bad. 

■It  is  said  that  the  cattle  brought  ashore  in  the 
launch  Mercedes  Dourado  some  days  ago,  were 
not  only  kept  on  board  several  days  but  were 
eventually  killed  on  board  and  the  meat  sent  to 
the  public  markets.
